Government  storm  troops. 

Breakfast  has  been  reduced  to 
dried  bread  and  toasted  straw  boiled 
In  stale  water,  the  escaped  soldiers 
said,  and  all— the  rebels,  their  wives 
and  children  —  must  share  it  or 
starve. 

Stewed  horseflesh,  they  aald.  Is 
served  with  the  dried  bread  for 
lunch  and  dinner,  and  Is  taken  with 
stagnant  water  from  the  Alcazar 
well,  which  no  longer  has  fresh 
water. 

Burial  of  their  dead  became  a 
critical  problem  {or  the  rebels,  the 
escaped  soldiers  related.  Some  graves 
were  dug  in  the  grounds  of  a  small 
riding  academy  within  the  Alcazar, 
but  when  it  was  filled  bodies  w<  re 
thrown  from  windows  on  the  east 
side  of  the  fortress,  close  to  the  edge 
of  a  sheer  drop  of  more  than  100 
feet  to  the  Tagus  River. 

Although  the  besieged  Fascists 
still  have  ample  store*  of  ammuni- 
tion, the  soldiers  predicted  exhaus- 
tion of  the  food  supply  soon  might 
force  their  surrender.

Unity  between  cultural  Jews  and 
Arabs  in  historic  Palestine  Is  pos- 
sible, in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  T.  W.  A 
Oray.  who  for  some  time  was  sta- 
tioned in  that  country.

6.  The  machinery  of  administra- 
tion be  eqlpped  to  establish  and 
maintain  close  contact  with  the  life 
and  psychology  of  the  people.

Presenting  the  viewpoints  of  both 
peoples,  the  speaker  explained  the 
Jews'  desire  to  establish  a  national 
home  in  Palestine  causes  Arabs  to 
fear  future  domination  from  them.

SOCIAL  CREDIT  IN  ALBERTA 


There  is  a  fly  in  the  ointment  being  com- 
pounded by  the  Alberta  Government  as  the  balm 
of  Social  Credit.  That  Government  is  now  making 
a  covenant  with  traders  in  the  Province  prelimi- 
nary to  the  payment  of  the  national  dividend.  It 
is  provided  that  the  retailer  is  to  "tender  no 
Alberta  credit  in  payment  of  provincial  taxes, 
licences,  royalties,  fines,  etc.,  until  such  time  as 
the  Alberta  Government  shall  be  able  to  accept 
all  or  part  on  the  taxes,  etc."  Seemingly,  there- 
fore, the  Alberta  Government,  even  with  Social 
Credit  in  operation,  will  want  real  money  for  Its 
revenues. 

The  Social  Credit  policy  proposed  for  Alberta 
is  very  nebulous,  and  it  may  be  doubted  if  it  is 
understood  at  all  by  the  people.  The  retailer  is 
asked  to  co-operate  with  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment and  with  manufacturers  and  producers  in 
every  way  to  facilitate  the  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  commodities  necessary  to  the  people,  "and 
the  price  at  which  such  commodities  are  to  be 
handled." 

That  Is  obscure,  to  say  the  least  Moreover, 
there  is  an  obligation  to  give  preference  to  the 
sale  and  distribution  of  Alberta-made  goods, 
which  is  perhaps  a  matter  of  provincial  patriot- 
ism, though  one  which  may  well  interfere  with 
lnter-provlncial  trade,  which  is  a  matter  of  Fed- 
eral concern.  There  is  more  obscurity  in  the 
stipulation  that  sellers  are  required  to  list  sep- 
arately and  sell  separately  such  commodities  as 
are  to  be  paid  for  in  Canadian  currency  and  such 
as  are  to  be  paid  for  in  Alberta  credit  The  seller 


The  late  Captain  John  Irving  wa*  known  to 
practically  all  old-time  Victorians,  arid  to  every 
seafaring  man  on  this  Coast,  as  a  colorful  figure 
In  the  marine  life  of  British  Columbia.  He  was  a 
captain  at  the  early  age  of  twenty  years,  and  his 
connection  with  the  sea  in  various  transportation 
ventures  extended  over  forty  years.  He  was  a 
man  of  vision,  and  had  a  good  deal  of  industrial 
ability,  and  seldom  was  he  found  engaged  in  any 
marine  venture  that  was  not  successful.  In  latter 
years  he  had  turned  his  attention  to  mining. 

One  with  Captain  Irving's  varied  experiences, 
and  because  he  figured  so  prominently  in  so  many 
enterprises  in  early  days,  when  conditions  were 
far  differentto  what  they  are  now,  had  garnered 
a  wealth  of  interesting  reminiscences,  and  when- 
ever he  could  be  induced  to  talk  he  told  many 
gripping  stories  of  the  early  days  of  struggle  in 
this  Province.  He  was  an  intensely  patriotic 
British  Columbian,  an  ardent  believer  in  the  high 
destiny  of  the  Province,  and  one  who  played  his 
part  strenuously  in  forwarding  development.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  notable  figures  In  transpor- 
tation pioneering  in  this  part  of  the  Dominion, 
and  in  everything  he  did  in  that  sense  he  was  en- 
dowed with  vision.  Public -spirited  to  a  degree,  he 
sat  in  the  Legislature  for  a  term  and  was  always 
closely  concerned  about  the  political  problems  of 
the  Province.  He  had  a  host  of  friends  who  held 
him  in  high  regard,  and  his  familiar  figure  will 
be  deeply  missed,  while  sympathy  from  all  sorts 
of  people  will  go  out  to  his  widow  and  daughters 
who  survive.

She  was  built  for  the  account  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  and  was  named  the  Atlas.  But  as  the  years  moved  on 
and  time  progressed,  the  modern  tanker,  both  motorship  and  steam, 
replaced  the  sailing  ships,  and  the  Atlas  was  sold  to  the  Alaska  Packers 
Association  to  be  used  in  Alaska  for  the  transportation  of  canned 
salmon.  As  time  would  have  it.  steam  and  motorship  soon  found  their 
way  into  the  Alaska  trade  and  the  Star  of  Lapland  was  as  out  of  date 
in  the  North  as  she  had  been  on  the  seven  seas.  Not  long  ago  the 
vessel  waa  sold  to  the  Japanese  for  the  purpose  of  scrapping,  and  so 
this  week  the  is  on  her  last  voyage,  loaded  with  5.000  tons  of  salt,  off
